the  quality  and  capacity  of  the  new  organ 
in  the  Firat  Presbyterian  Church  of  Bloom¬ 
field,  together  with  an  unkind  reference  to 
tho  artist  who  aided  as  vocalist  in  the  con¬ 
cert,  was  a  fair  literary  production,  but  so 
far  as  musical  ability  is  concerned,  it  were 
far  better  for  the  fame  of  its  author  had  the 
article  never  appeared.  It  was  amateur  in 
all  respects  and  showed  weaknesses  too  fre¬ 
quent  to  enumerate. 

It  is  believed  that  a  similar  concert  is 
being  planned  in  Montclair  and  that  the 
writer  of  the  article  made  this  occasion  a 
basis  of  advertisement  for  the  prospective 
entertainment. 

The  opinion  expressed  (  by  the  ama¬ 
teur  on  the  merits  of  the  organ  counts 
as  nothing  compared  with  the  commenda¬ 
tions  already  passed  upon  its  superior  tone, 
scope  and  power  by  several  of  the  most  re¬ 
nowned  organists  in  America.  Mr.  Harri 
son's  reputation  as  a  builder  will  not  suffer 
in  consequence  of  this  amateur’s  report. 

It  is  regretted  that  the  fair  critic’s  nerves 
were  so  easily,  unstrung  during  the  render¬ 
ing  of  “Sweetheart,”  aiid  that  the  critic  as¬ 
sumed  the  words  were  thrown  at -the  “un¬ 
covered  heads  "  in  the  audience.

‘'the  cup  which  cheers,  but  not  ine¬ 
briate. 

An  articlo  so  universally  used,  and  that 
enters  so  largely  into  the  comforts  of  our 
household,  as  to  give  a  name  to  one  of  our 
daily  meals  as  Tea  is 'worthy  of  some  note 
All  know  it  is  brought  from  the  other  side 
of  the  globe ;  from  China  or  Japan,  these 
lands  of  teeming  industry :  but  few  con 
sider  bow  many  thousands  are  employed  in 
raising  the  shrub,  picking  the  leaves,  dryin; 
and  twisting  them,  and  finally  packing  them 
inth  lead  lined  chest  lor  exportation 

They  do  not  know  how  vast  a  capital  is 
invested  in  this  article,  how  many  vessels 
navigate  the  seas  laden  with  these  leaves, 
nor  do  they  consider  the  many  kinds  that 
there  are  to  suit  all  tastes,  nor  how  carefully 
the  shades  of  difference  are  classified  before 
placing  them  on  the  markets  of  the  world. 
Little  is  known  of  the  lorlunes  that  are 
made  and  lost  on  this  article,  nor  in  this 
brief  sketch  can  we  enter  into  these  partic¬ 
ulars,  but  we  will  endeavor  to  give  some 
facts  respecting  the  plant  itself. 

In  the  first  place,  all  kinds  of  genuine 
teas  sold  in  this  country  are  the  product  of 
the  same  plant,  the  varieties  are  the  result 
of  gathering  the  leaves  at  different  stages  ol 
growth,  and  in  manipulating  and  drying 
them  in  various  ways.  The  spring  leaves 
or  shoots  are  collected  in  the  first  week  in 
April,  whilst  they  are  in  their  convoluted 
form,  and  yet  have  the  down  upon  them  ; 
this  is  made  into  “  Flowery  |lVkoe,"  verv 
little  of  which  finds  its  way  here 
chiefly  used  for  flavoring  purposes.

comprises  the  inferior  of  all  grades. 

The  choicest  teas  are  picked  with  the 
greatest  care  in  the  early  morning,  when  the 
dew  is  still  upon  them.  The  difference  be¬ 
tween  black  and  green  teas  is  in  the  process 
of  curing  or  drying. 

Green  teas  are  taken  at  once  to  the  fur¬ 
naces.  The  sap  is  rapidly  evaporated  by 
subjecting  the  leaves  to  the  hot  sides  of  a 
deep  iron  vessel,  resembling  a  stationary 
wash  basin;  it  is  not  of  copper,  as  frequently  . 
asserted.  The  leaves  are  kept  inconstant 
and  rapid  motion  and  are  at  tlio  same  time 
rubbed  closely  against  the  sides,  thus  ob¬ 
taining  the  twisted  and  rolled  form.  None  I 
but  skilled  workmen  can  perform  this  ;  the  j 
vessel  being  two  hot  for  ordinary  hands. 
The  leaves  are  taken  out  and  fanned  cool 
several  times  before  the  manufacture  is 
perfected.  “Gunpowders  ’’  are  more  closely 
rolled,  and  undergo  more  manipulation  than 
any  other  kinds.  They,  therefore,  are  the 
most  costly,  but  not  necessarily  the  best  in 
the  cup.  Wack  teas  aro  exposed  to  lhe  sun 
in  baskets  before  they  are  submitted  to  arti¬ 
ficial  heat,  hence  the  dark  color,  but  tho 
curing  process  of  all  teas  is  finished  in  the 
furnace.  In  China  and  Japan  the  tea  plan¬ 
tations  are  small — the  property  of  small 
owners.  Only  in  Assam,  India,  are  tea 
plantations  on  an  extensive  scale;  they  are 
controlled  by  monied  corporations,  who  work 
them  with  system  allied  to  our  cotton  and 
sugar  plantations.  Tho  tea  growing  districts 
give  character  to  the  varieties  ol  teas  they 
produce.  The  finest  “Greens”  are  front 
the  Movuuo  districts,  and  they  are  known 
by  the  sweet,  pleasant  favor ;  then  follow 
Fychows,  Tinkais,  Taipings,  I’ingsueys,  and 
lastly,  Cantons,  which  are  teas  damaged  in 
transit,  retired  and  colored  afresh,  not  really 
fit  for  use.  and  only  mixed  in  and  offered 
for  sale  by  gift  concerns. 

black  tea  districts  are  “Foochow,"  the 
island  of  Formosa,  Amoy  and  Atikoi.  The 
products  of  all  these  districts  are  known  iu 
the  cup  ty  experts.  Foochow  and  Formosa 
teas  are  the  finest  Oolong  teas  imported, 
Ankoi  tea  is  tho  very  poorest,  and  largely 
used  in  mixing  to  enhance  the  profit  ol  the 
dealer.  , 

In  closing  these  remarks  we  wish  to  in¬ 
form  tho  public  that  all  these  foolish  gift 
inducements  are  only  so  much  bail  to  work 
off  low  priced  goods  ut  high  figures  ,  every 
intelligent  person  knows  that  these  presents 
have  to  be  paid  lor  by  the  consumer.  A 
tea  usually  sold  with  a  ticket  at  GO  or  70 
cents  per  pound,  can  be  bought  front,  us  ac¬ 
cording  to  what  quantity  purchased,  from  40 
to  50  cents  per  pound.  Our  latest  arrival 
of  now  leas  are  very  fiue,  and  should  be 
compared  by  every  saving  housekeeper.
